In. anticipation oC the meeting of the 


mtional assembly, which "svaa summoned 
:OL- 1 p. in. to clout iv now president, tho 
sublic officials Interested In tho proceed 
.ngs, reporters, police, telegraph opuriuori 
and others, arrived by drovos ou every 
iraln. 


By the time tho hour for opening the 
itiomil assembly approached, the streets 


leading to Che palace of Versailles were 
thronged, and. the lobbies oC the su-llo do 
congress were crowded with those having 
tickets oC admission. A large force of 
troops occupied tho railroad scationg and 
ochur points, guards wore posted through- 
out the pnluce nnd the streets were lined 
with gendarmes. The crowds, however, 
were very orderly. 


When the cabinet ministers reached thp 


palace Premier Dupuy was heard to ueclnro 
to several of his friends that, he \vaH not u 
presidential candidate. At that time there 
were only three candidates for the election 
to tlie prosltlency -whose chances of secur- 
ing the prize were seriously discussed. 
Those -wore- Waldcck-Rousseau, Brlssou, 
and the "dark horse," Faure. 


Friend* of Candidates Dagy. 


The greatest uncertainty prevailed in re- 


gard to tho result. 
Voting; tickets were 


everywhere distributed by Che active mail' 
agers of the candidates' campaigns. 
Tho 


general Impression was that two ballots 
would be sufficient to elect a president, 
and Rousseau's friends expected thnc ho 
would secure 300 votes on tlie flrst ballot. 


The supporters of Brlsson claimed o 
Imilar total, with tho balance' of votes, 
about 2BU, cast for Fauro. Finally ic wng 
claimed that the latter would retire after 
the first ballot in favor of M. Waldeck- 
Ilousseau; but tho politicians, as the 
result shows, were mistaken. 


Challemol-Liicour, president of tho sen- 


ate, called the stmutors and members ol 
the chamber of deputies to order at ivbout 
1 p. m-, when ho road tho articles of tho 
constitution which apply to the case. 


Then thoro was a scene of considerable 


excitement, deputies from all parts of the 
hall springing to their feet and demand- 
ing to he heard. "Whon the first bursts ol 
excitement had ceased, Challouiol-Ijacour 
ordered that the first ballot ba tLikeu as 
promptly as possible. 
The .balloting t.hen 


proceeded, amid considerable excitement. 


The official declaration of the result uC 


the first ballot, after revision of the list, 
was as follows: 
Brisson, 888; Faure, 944; 


"VValdeck-Rousseau, 184; with eight others 
having votes ranging from 6 to 1,

began at 4:30 p. 211., and proceeded with 
less turbulence. At7:l(5p. m., Clmllomel- 
Lacour announced that the result of the 
ballot was: Faure, 430; Brlason, 001. 


All of. the members o£ the Right imme- 


diately burst into cheers, and tbe Social- 
ists rose aud shouted: "Down "with the 
rogues I Down with the thieves I Away 
with theml Send them to Mazas prisonl" 


The members of tho Right replied with 


cries, "Down with the Communol" 


M. Coutant, Socialist, retorted with 


"Down with reaction I" 


An indescribable tumult followed; bub 


finally M. Challcmel-Lauour was able to 
make himself, 
heard, nnd ho declared 


Folix Faure elected 
president of tho 


French republic. Thereupon tho extreme 
Left and the Socialists again rose nnd sent 
forth a 
tremendous, 
united 
shout of 


"Vive Brisson I Vivo Brlsson I" 


This shouting upon the part of the ad- 


herents of the president of tho chamber of 
rloputles lasted for a couple of minutes. 
Nevertheless, Lacour pursued tho usual 
parliamentary course, and. had tho min- 
utes read while the Socialists continued 
their protests against the 
election of 


Faure. 


Strong protests and hooted Invectives 


wore continually exchanged across tho 
floor of the house. 
M. Mioholln, while 


this wordy war was In progress, succeeded 
in saying: "It you refuse to grant a revi- 
sion of the constitution, the country will 
enforce it." 


Thereupon Laoour seized the opportu- 


nity before anybody had time to speak and 
Bald, rapidly: "As nobody nsks for a hear- 
ing, the sitting Is closed." 


Socialists Rampant. 


The 
Socialists 
protested 
violently 


Against this action upon the part of tha 
president, and shoutod loudly: "Vive lo 
revolution soclalel" 


But as the other members of tho no- 


tional assembly liad departed, the Social- 
ists concluded, to do cho same, and cha 
aalle de congress was soon empty. 


After all the formalities of announcing 


the result of the second ballot had heei 
concluded, tho president of the assembly 
und the cabinet ministers repaired to the 
room of Lacour, where Premier Dupuy 
formally read tho minutes of the meeting. 


M. DuDuy, addressing M. Faure, said: 


"The ministry has the honor to hand over 
to you tlio rights and prerogatives and 
functions which had been intrusted tn 
them in the interim. Your colleagues of 
yesterday fool honored that the national 
assembly has chosen from among them the 
llrst magistrate of the republic. They 
know your loyalty and character, having 
had your trusted co-operation. They ore 
confident that In your hands the honor of 
the covmtry, the interests of tho rcplbllc 
and the defense of the lows arc in safe 
keeping. 
We be^: you to accept our 


wishes for you personally, for the success 
of your magistracy and for the normal 
duration of your term of office." 


Challomel-Laoour thou made a similar 


address. 
Faure's FromlBes. 


President Faure responded: 
''I am 


deeply touched beyond all expression by 
the great honor the national assembly bus 
conferred ou me. I did not seek the ex- 
alted mission you have invested me with, 
but, nevertheless, I accept the cluirgo with 
Srofound gratitude aud a full sense of the 
uspuuuiDUi&y nmi duties lb imposes.

SHERMAN'S PLAN 


For M»lc!nf>: Up the Biff DeQoleaoT In the 


Uulted States Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Senator Sher- 


man yesterday Introduced a bill "to pro- 
vide tor a temporary deficiency of rev- 
enue." 


The bill sets forth that ita purpose is to 


enable tho secretary of tho treasury to 
maintain tho redemption of United States 
notes according to the provisions of the 
resumption ace of Jan. 14, 1875, and also 
to enable him to pay current deficiencies 
of tho revenue. 


It authorized the secretary to issue and 
ill at his discretion, at not less than par 


in coin, either of the description of bonds 
authorized in 
tho resumption act, or 


coupon or registurcd bonds, to an amount 
Bufflciont for tho objects stated, not ex- 
ceeding the current; deficiency of revenue, 
tho bonds not to exceed 3 per cent in- 
terest, redeemable at the pleasure of the 
United States in coin after five years. 


In lieu of any of these bonds, the secre- 


tary Is authorized at his discretion to issua 
certificates of indebtedness of the United 
States, payable in coin after five years at 
the pleasure of tho United States, in de- 
nominations from $20 to $100, to boar in- 
terest at 8 per oont. 
Tho certificates are 


to have qualities, privileges and exemp- 
tions like those- described in the resump- 
tion act for tlio bonds authorized. 


Upon the deposit of United States bonds 


or certificates bearing interest national 
bank associations shall be entitled to re- 
ceive circulating uotes of tho par value of 
the bonds deposited, but not to exceed the 
amount paid in us capital stock.

000 was passed, with 
two Important 


nmondmcnts, one making 80 the lowest 
rate for pension dlaability and another re- 
pealing the present law cutting ofl the 
pensions of non-rosldonts. It was stated 
during the debate that tho $6 amendment 
would Increase pension oxpundltures not 
exceeding SI,000,000.

There . is an ovldcnt ' 
dlspoHltion oti fcno part of the merabDrB ot 
thb coinmHtoo who signed the majority 
report to secure n hearing before the logls- 
turo on these bills, in ardor that no tlmo 
muy bo lost in carrying into elocution Cha 
proposed chungofl in tho metropolis. Fol- 
lowing uro tho salient features of the re- 
port: 


"It has been conclusively shown that in

Corrupt Police. 


The evidence indicates that the pollcfl 


department was permeated by the Influ- 
ence of Tammany Hallj that district lead' 
ers influenced not only the appointment, 
but the assignment ot officers; that forced 
conDrihutions were levied upon tho mem- 
bers for tho benefit of district organiza- 
tions, and that a situation has 
been 


reached under four years of a partisan 
police board -where tlio officer, has been 
brought to understand that the only hopo 
for promotion was in joining and. contrib- 
uting to Tammany Hull associations. 


'The conclusion seems Irresistible that 


It becomes tho paramount duty of tho 
legislature to remove as far as practi- 
cable tho possibility of political influences 
securing a controlling power over the 
police force." 


Tho report then deals with tho second 


branch of the co7nmlttoel3 -work—the in- 
vestigation into the genornl subject of 
police corruption and extortion. 


Afraid to Testify. 


The1 report acknowledges the value ol 


the work done and tho evidence secured 
by the City Vigilance league and Dr. 
Parkhurst;, and dwells on the illfficultiDH 
attending tho collection of evidence on 
this lino of Inquiry, saying that men of 
social rank and position would willingly 
assist the committee, always, however, on 
condition that their names should not be 
dlsoloBcd, for fear of tho effect of such a 
disclosure upon their material conditions. 


"While tho committee has not had the 


necessary tlmo to examine into the excise 
department, tho department of charities 
and corrections and the police courts, it 
is satisfied from the evidence that grave 
abuses exist in those departments." 


The report then specifies the abuses 


•which have been shown to prevail. It 
says: 
''It was proven that many members ol 


tho force have abused the resources ol 
physical power which have been provided 
for them to gratify personal spite and 
brutal instincts." 


Further Abuses. 


Tho report states that the testimony es- 


tablishes conclusively the fact that disor 
derly houses were systematically licensed 
by the police. It says: 


"The inmates of the several houses were 


numbered and classified and a rateable 
charge placed upon each proprietor In pro- 
portion to the number of inmates, or in 
cases of houses of assignation tho numbci 
of rooms occupied and tho prices charged, 
reduced to a monthly rate." 


The report says that in regard to pool 


rooine, policy shops nnd gambling the po- 
lice occupied, substantially the same posi- 
tion as they did with respect to the dis- 
orderly houses. 


Green goods swindlers and their victims 


added their story of police blackmail and 
protection. It appears that this class ol 
crime had Its ramifications extending over 
the whole country; that tile perpetrators 
called to their aid the assistance of em 
ployes in postomcos. 


The report also states that until some 


time in 1892 violators of the excise laws 
paid regular stipends to the police. In 
1892 a change \vas made in tho then exist- 
ing conditions, and orders were issuei 
putting nil end to this class of blackmail 
through the instrumentality of tho Liquor 
Dealers' association, who entered into an 
alliance with the dominant faction. Mem- 
bers of the association, thereafter, violated 
and are now violating the law, practically 
without interference. 


Recommendations. 


The committee recommends a continu- 


ance of Its powers, with an increase of 
scope to include every branch of the 
municipal government. The final recom- 
mendations 
of 
the 
committee, 
sum- 


marized, are: 


Concentration of all executive powers 


In the hands of. the superintendent of po- 
lice; making the board of police bylaw it 
bi-partisnn board; placing the mandatory 
limit for retirement tit 30 years' sorviuu 
and allowing discretionary retirement af- 
ter 20 years; a system of auditing the ac- 
counts; a radical reorganization of the 
deportment by special commissioners ap- 
pointed for the purpose, upon whom shall 
be conferred, subject to tlie approval by 
the mayor, absolute power of dismissal of 
any person in the department. 


Tho report is accompanied by tlireo pro- 


posed bills. Tho first provides for the re- 
organization commission, the second for 
legalizing a bl-partisan board of police 
commissioners and increasing the powers 
of the superintendent, 
and 
the third 


amends the police pension bill.

For BlRkloe Up the BIc Deficiency In the 


United States Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, Jun. 18.—Senator Sher- 


man yostordny Introduced, n bill "to pro- 
vido for a temporary deficiency of rcv- 
eiiuo." 


The bill »ets forth that its purpose Is to 


ennble cho secretary of thu treasury to 
maintain the redemption of United States 
notes according to the provisions of the 
resumption net. of Juu. 14, 1S7B, and nlso 
to anablo him to pay current deficiencies 
of the revenue. 


It authorizes the secretary to issue and 


sell at his discretion, at not less than par 
in coin, either o£ the- description of bonds 
authorized in 
tho ro sumption act, or 


coupon or registered bonds, to an amount 
sufficient for tho objects stated, not ex- 
ceeding the current tleflcioncy of revenue, 
tho bonds not to exceed 3 por cent in- 
terest, redeuitiabtu at the pleasure of tho 
United States In coin after five years. 


In lieu cf any of those bonds, the secre- 


tary Is authorized at his discretion to issue- 
certificates of indebtedness of the United 
Status, payable In coin ftftor five years at 
tho pleasure of tho United States, In de- 
nominations from S20 to $100, to hear in- 
terest at 3 per cent. 
Tho certificates aro 


to have qualities, privileges and exemp- 
tions liko those described In the resump- 
tion aot for tho bonds authorized. 


Upon the deposit of United States bonds 


or certificates bearing Interest national 
bank associations shall be entitled to re- 
ceive- circulating notes of the par value of 
the bonds deposited, but not to exceed tlia 
amount paid in as capital stock.

000 waa passed, with 
two Important 


amendments, one making 80 the lowest 
rato for ponslon disability and another re- 
pealing the prosont law cutting off the 
pensions of uon-resklents.

Senator Lexow has already pro- | 


pared bills to cover the reforms proposed j 
by the commi'.roo. There is an evident | 
disposition un tho part of tho members o f ' 
thti committee who signed tho majority 
report to securo a hearing before the Icgls- 
turo on those blllw, in order that no tlmo 
limy be lost In carrying into elocution tha 
proposed changes in tlie metropolis. Fol- 
lowing aro tho salient features of tho re- 
port: 


"It lias been conclusively shown that in 


a very largo number of the election dls 
trims of the city ot Now York tilmoat 
every conceivable crime against the elec- 
tive franchise 
WHS either committed or 


permitted by the police, invariably In tho 
interests of Tammany Hall. 
The crimes 


thus committed or permitted by tho polic< 
may be classified as follows: 


"Arrest and brutal treatment of Repub- 


lican voters, watchers and workers, open 
violations of tlia election laws, canvassing 
for Tammany Hall candidates, Invasion of 
election booths, forcing of Tammany Hali 
pasters upon Republican voters, general 
Intimidation of tho voters by tho police 
directly and 
Ijy Tammany Hull ele& 


tlon district captains in tho presence 
and 
with 
the 
concurrence- 
of 
tha 


police; coloiii/.atlon of voters, illegal regis- 
tration and repeating, aided and know- 
ingly oarmlttod by tho police; donial tu 
Republican voters and election district 
oflicors of their legal rights aud privileges; 
co-operation with and acqulesouce in the 
usurpation by Tammany Hall election 
district captains and watchers of alleged 
rights and privileges, In violation of law. 


Corrupt Pollcfl. 


"The ovlclenco indicates that the police 


department was permeated by the influ- 
ence of Tammany Hall; that district lead- 
ers influenced not only the appointment, 
but tlie assignment o[ officers; thatforccii 
contributions were levied upon tho mem- 
bers for the benefit of district organiza- 
tions, and that a sitoation has 
been 


reached under four years of a partisan 
police board whore tho ofllcer has been 
brought to understand that the only liopu 
for promotion was in joining and contrib- 
uting to Tammany Hall associations. 


"The conclusion seems Irresistible that 


It becomes tho paramount duty of tlui 
legislature to remove as far as practi- 
cable tlie possibility oC political influences 
securing 
Lt controlling power over tho 


police force." 


Tho report then deals with tho second 


branch of tlio committee's work—the in- 
vestigation into tho general subject of 
police corruption and extortion. 


Afraid to Testify. 


The'report acknowledges tho value o! 


the work done ami tho evidence secured 
by the City Vigilance league and Dr. 
Parklnirst, and dwells on the difficulties 
attending tho collection of evidence on 
this line of inquiry, saying that men ol 
Boclal rank aud position would willingly 
assist the committee, always, however, on 
condition that their nauies should not be 
disclosed, for fear of tho effect of such a 
disclosure upon their material conditions. 


"While the committee has not had the 


necessary time to examine into the excise 
department, tho department of charities 
and corrections and the police courts, it 
la satisfied from tl\o evidence that gro.70 
abuses exist lu those departments." 


Tho report then specifies the abuses 


which have been shown ta prevail. It 
says: 
"It was pKovon that many members ol 


the force have nbused tho resources ol 
physical power which have been provided 
for them to gratif}' personal spite- and 
brutal Instincts." 


Further Abuses. 


The report states that the testimony es. 


tabllshes conclusively the fact that disor 
derly houses wore systematically licensed 
by tlio police. It says: 


"Tho Inmates of tlie several houses were 


numbered and classified and a rateable 
charge placed upon each proprietor In pro- 
portion to the number of inmates, or in 
cases of houses of assignation tho numbei 
of rooms occupied and the prices charged, 
reduced to a monthly rate." 


Tho report says that in regard to poul 


roome, policy shops and gambling the po- 
lice occupied substantially the sumo posi 
tlon as they did with respect to tlie dis- 
orderly houses.

added their story of police blackmail am] 
protection. It aupears that tins class ol 
crime had Its ramlllcatlons extending over 
the whole country; that the perpetrators 
called to their aid the assistance of em- 
ployes in postofflces. 


Tho report also states that until some 


time in 18S13 violators of the excise law? 
paid regular stipends to the police. In 
18'J2 a change was made In tho then exist- 
ing conditions, and orders were issued 
putting an end to this class of blackmail 
through thtj instrumentality of the Liquoi 
Dealers' association, who entered into an 
alliance with the dominant faction. Mem- 
bers of the association, thereafter, violated 
aud are now violating the law, practicallv 
vrithout interference. 


Recommendation!). 


The committee recommends a continu- 


ance of its powers, with an increase of 
scope to include every branch of the 
municipal government. Tho final recom- 
mendations of the 
committee, 
sum- 


marized, are: 


Concentration of alrl executive powers 


in the hands of the superintendent of po- 
lice; making the board of police by law a 
bi-partisan board; placing the mandatory 
limit for retirement at 30 years' service 
.and allowing discretionary retirement af- 
ter 20 years; a system of auditing the ac- 
counts; a radical reorganization of the 
department by special commissioners ap- 
pointed for the purpose, upon whom shall 
be conferred, subject to tho approval by 
the mayor, absolute power of dismissal of 
any person In the department. 


The report is accompanied by throe pro- 


posed bills. Tho flrst, provides for the re- 
organization commission, the second for 
legalizing a bi-partlsau board of police 
commissioners and increasing the powers 
of the superintendent), aud the third 
amends the police pension bill.

lated, ahull be. reasonable &nd just. In 
case of wage controversies, the chairman

Allowance For Exception*. 


After filing tho award, with the clerk 


of che United States circuit court of tho 
district In which tho difficulty occurred, 
80 days shall be allowed for. filing excep- 
tions in matters of law, after wjilch it 
shall go into effect, if no exceptions are 
taken. If they are taken, Ib goes into 
foroD 10 days after their dnoislon. 


If an agreement of arbitration shall bo 


entered Into by employes Individually, In- 
stead oE orginizations, the board shull not 
be created unless tho chairman is satisfied 
that they represent their associates. 


During that time ib.wUl be unlawful for 


organizations or employes to order, aid or 
abet n strike or boycott or to leave their 
employment without 
Riving 30 . -days' 


notice In writing, nor can they be dis- 
charged without 00 days' notice, except 
for causes mentioned. Violations of this 
provision are mado a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by $1001) fine or one year's 'im- 
prisonment. 


Membership In Incorporated labor or- 


ganizations, it is provided, shall be ter- 
minated by indulgence In lawlessness, 
violence, destruction of property,. Intim- 
idation or threats by members during 
strikes, bub thay are not to be held indl 
vidually Liuble for debts of the organiza- 
tion. 


The employes of rotids managed by re- 


ceivers appolnLGil by ihe federal courts 
shall have ths right to be heard through 
the officers of their organizations or thalr 
representatives in the federal courts on 
questions affecting tha terms of their em- 
ployment. 


Unionism Protected. 


Employers who make it a condition of 


employment that; men shall not be mem- 
bers of any labor organization, or dis- 
charge or threaten to. discharge men for 
such membership, or disoriminuto ogriinst 
them because of It, or enter Into contract 
compelling the mou to contribute to any 
fund for chnritablo, social or beneficial 
objects, or discharging men or conspire to 
proventthotn from obtaining employment, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a flue of from $100 to $1000. 


If disputes threatening to injuriously 


effect tho interests of tha people ot any 
section are not. submitted to arbitration, 
the attorney general, the bill provides, 
shall bo authorized to apply to the district 
court for receivers for the railroad to toko 
possession of the property and run it in 
the interest a£ tho public, and may make 
tlie employer nnd employes, and any 
persona oc organizations aiding or abet- 
ting thorn, parties to the suit.

1875, nnd also 
to cnablo him to pay current deHcicncies 
of thu rcvuiHip. 


It authorizes fcho secretary to issue nnd 


sell uc his discretion, ab not less than par 
in coin, either of tho description of bonds 
authorized in 
tho ro sumption act, or 


coupon or rcfjlfltorocl bonds, to an amount 
sulHcicnt for tho objects stated, not ex- 
ceeding tho current deficiency of revenue, 
tho bonds not to orcccd 3 per cent in- 
terest, redeemab)e at the pleasure of the 
Unitod States in coin after five years. 


In lieu cf any of those bonds, the secre- 


tary is authorized nt his discretion to issue 
certificates of indebtedness of the United 
States, payable in coin after flvo years at 
tho pleasure of tho United States, in de- 
nominations from $20 to $100, to bear in- 
terest at 3 per cent, 
Tho cortlflcmtes n-rc 


to have quail ties, privileges and exemp- 
tions like those described In the resump- 
tion net for tho bonds authorized. 


Upon tho deposit of United States bonds 


or certificates bearing Interest national 
bank associations shall be entitled to re- 
ceive circulating nodos of the par value ol 
Iho bonds deposited, but not to exceed tho 
amount paid in as cnpital stock.

There Is an evident 
disposition on Ine part of the members of 
tliu committee wlio signed tho majority 
report to suuure a hearing before the legis- 
turu on those bills, in order that no timo 
mny bo lost in carrying into oxecution the 
proposed changes In the metropolis.

every conceivable urlmo against the elec- 
tive franchise was cither committed or 
permitted by the police, invariably in tho 
interests oC Tammany Hall.

"Arrest and brutal treatment of Repub- 


lican voters, -watchers and workers, open 
violations of tho election laws, canvassinfl 
for Tammany Hall candidates, Invasion ol 
election booths, forcing of Tammany HalJ 
pasters upon Republican voters, general 
Intimidation of tlie voters by the police 
directly and

police; colonization of voters, illegal regis- 
tration and repeating, aided and know- 
ingly uormitted by tho police; denial tu 
Republican voters and election district 
officers of their legal rights and privileges;

rights and privileges, In violation of law. 


Corrupt ToHoe. 


"The evidence indicates that the police 


department was permeated by tho influ- 
ence of Tammany lioll; that district lead- 
ers Influenced not only the appointment, 
but the assignment of officers; that forced 
contributions were levied upon the mem- 
bers for tho benefit of district organiza- 
tions, and thnt a sltnation has 
been 


reached under four years of a partisan 
police board where the officer has been 
brought to understand that the only hope 
for promotion was in joining and contrib- 
uting to Tammany Hull associations. 


"Tho conclusion seoma irresistible that 


It becomes the paramount duty of the 
legislature to rornave as far as practi- 
cable the possibility of political Influences 
securing a controlling power over tha 
police force." 


Tho report then deals with the second 


branch of the cammlttae's work—the in- 
vestigation into tho general subject of 
police corruption and extortion. 


Afrulil to Teitlfy. 


The" report neknowlodcps tho value ol 


the work done and tho evidence secured 
by the City Vigilance league and Dr. 
Purklmrst, and dwells on the difficulties 
attending tho collection of evidence on 
this lino of inquiry, saying that men of 
social rank and position would willingly 
assist the committee, always, however, on 
condition that their names should not be 
disclosed, for fear of the effect of such o 
disclosure upon tholr material conditions, 


"While tho committee has not had tha 


necessary time to examine into the excise 
department, tho department of charities 
and corrections and tho police courts, li 
is satisfied from the evidence that grave 
abuses exist In those departments." 


The report then specifies the abuses 


which have been shown to prevail. II 
says: 


"It was proven that many members of 


tho force have abused tho resources ol 
physical power which havo been provided 
for them to gratify personal spite and 
brutal instincts." 


Further Abuses. 


Tho report states that the testimony es- 


tablishes conclusively the fact that disor 
derly houses were systematically licensed 
by the police. It says: 


"The inmates of the several houses were 


numbered, and classified and a rateable 
chargo placed upon each proprietor In pro- 
portion to the number of inmates, or in 
cases of houses of assignation the numbei 
of rooms occupied and the prices charged, 
reduced to a monthly rate." 


The report says that in regard to pool 


rooms, policy shops and gambling the po- 
lice occupied substantially the same posi- 
tion as they did with respect to the dis- 
orderly houses. 


Green goods swindlers and their victim; 


added their story of police blackmail and 
protection. It appears that this class of 
crime had its ramifications extending over 
the whole country; that the perpetrators 
called to their aid the assistance of em- 
ployes in postofficos. 


The report also states that until some

Mem- 
bers of the association, thereafter, violated 
and are now violating the law, practically 
without interference. 


Recommendations. 


Tho committee recommends a continu- 


ance of its powers, with an Increase o( 
scope to include every 
branch of the 


municipal government.

marized, are: 


Concentration of all executive powers 


In the hands of tho superintendent of po 
lice; making tho board of police by law a 
bl-partisan board; placing: tho mandatory 
limit for retirement at 30 years' service 
and allowing discretionary retirement af 
t-cv 20 years; a system of auditing tho ac- 
counts; a radical reorganization of the 
department by special commissioners ap 
pointed for the purpose, upon whom shall 
be conferred, subject to the approval by 
tho mayor, absolute power of dismissal oJ 
auy person in the department. 


The report is accompanied by three pro- 


posed bills. The first provides for the re- 
organization commission, tho second for 
legalizing a bl-partisan board of police 
commissioners and increasing the powers 
of the superintendent, 
and

amends tho police pension bill.
